1} The failure to attempt vigorous exploitation our difficiilties 


with Syngman Rhee. 

2) Communist official reaction regarding prisoner release 
relatively mild and propaganda was left for radio 

exploitation.

3) Communists have kept up attackjparticularly on ROK

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4) Soviet Ambassador Peking informed Swedish Ambassador 
(apparently for repetition to us) tiaEt Chinese demand that 
escaped prisoners should be recaptured was not to be taken 
literally and that Rhee coup had no military significance.
